Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 


The 2 Bn., Andhra Pradesh Special Police (APSP), Kur- 
nool revolted and went on lightning strike in the first week 
of October, 1981, and also became violent. ‘B’ Company of 
16 Bn., CRPF, was rushed to Kornool from Hyderabad to 
aid the civil authorities in keeping the armed men’s turbu¬ 
lence at bay. Two more companies of CRPF from Nagpur 
Were also rushed to Kumool. The DIG, police, and other 
high raifidne officers did their best to persuade and make 
the erring policemen to see reason but to no avail. When 
nothing worked by way of negotiations, the DIG, Police, and 
Superintendent of Police, Kurnool, on the night of 13/14 
October, 1981, gave orders to the CRPF Commandant to 
take over the Guard duty or the bell of arms from the APSP 
men and arrest the agitators. The Commandant, 64th Bn., 
took alongwith him 3 platoons of his Bn and 2 Platoons 
of 16 Bn. to the Quartet Guard of 2 APSP Bn. to carry 
out the sensitive operation. In the ensuing action of take¬ 
over of the Quarter Guard of APSP manoeuvre by the 
CRPF succeeded due to the very swift action taken by 
Deputy S.P., R.P. Yadav and Inspector Jagmal Singh. All 
the four sentries on the rear side were disarmed. 'The front 
side was in a formidable defensive position, dominating all 
approaches and flooded with light. However, Deputy S.P. 
Kamail Singh was able to capture three sentries from the 
front of Quarter Guard. The fouith sentry had the obvious 
advantage of standing in !he well-lit sheltered defence post 
and had a full view of the advancing CRPF troops. At this 
juncture, Constable Amar Nath who led the advance with 
a couple of his colleagnes lurched ahead and grappled with 
the sentry. While the APSP Quarter Guard was so beseiged 
a bullet rang out which shot consfitble Amar Nath through. 
He was rushed to hospital where he was pronoimced dead. 


In this encounter with the gang of agitators, Shri Amar 
Nath, Constable, exhibited conspicuous gallantry and devo¬ 
tion to duty of a high oraer. 

This award is made for gillanti'y under rule 4(i) of the 
rales governing the award of the President’s Police Medal 
and consequently carries with it the special allowance admis¬ 
sible under rule 5, with efiect from the 14th October, 1981.

On the night of 3/4 December, 1971, during the-Indo- 
Pak Conflict it was decided to pull back fiom the border of 
posts located across Ravi as these were tactically Indefensible. 
Later on it was decided to re-occupy these border of 
posts the same night. Even though the lines of Wireless 
communication in the area had been disputed due to heavy 
shelling of the bombardnjcnt, Shri Gur Iqtal Singh BhuUar 
unmindful of the risk to his life volunteered and personally 
led the re-occupation of bender out posts in Ballarwal en¬ 
clave. Under his personal leader.ch'p his troops successfully 
re-established the MAJHI MEWAN BORDER out piKts 
which had been occupied by the enemy on the night of 3/4 
December, 1971. However on the 6th and 12th December, 
1971, during the course of visit of forward position the 
movement of Shri Bhullar was spoPed by the enemy in the 
broad day light. He was subjected to heavy shelling and 
firing but he carried out his task in disregard of rfek to his 
personal safety.

PART C—^Evaluation of record of service of such of the 
candidates as may be decided by the Commission in their 
discretion carrying a maximum of 100 marks. 

2. The syllabus for the Written Test and the scheme ot 
the Shorthand Tests will be as shown in the Schedule to this 
Appendix. 

3. Candidates are allowed the option to answer the papers 
(ii) Essay and (iii) General Knowledge, either in Hindi or in 
English and the medium opted (i.e. Hindi or English) should 
be the same for both the papers mentioned _ above. Candi¬ 
dates who opt to answer both these papers in Hindi will be 
required to take the shorthand tests also in Hindi and those 
who opt to take them in English will be required to take the 
shorthand tests also in English. Paper (i) General English 
must be answered by all the candidate in English. 


Note 1. Candidates desirous of exercising the option to
